Under a change in the social sec- 
urity law, monthly benefits can be 
peid to adults who were severely 
thsabled before age 22, starting ir, 
January according to John ™,. 
Roale, social security district man: 
ager in Lewiston. 

Previously, “childhoad disability” 
payments could be made only to 
qualified adults who were severely 
disabled before age 14. Social See. 
unity now pays $30 million a month 
to 300,000 people 18 and over who 
were severely disabled in childhood. 

Monthly payments are made to 
Styercly disabled adult song and 
daughters of workers getting retire. 
ment or disability benefits trom so- 
cial cecurily —- and of deceased 
workers whose families get social 
security survivors benefits, 

“The new law extends the age 
for qualifying.’ Bealu said, “be. 
couse people wha become severely 
dinabled. between 13 and %~like 
those disabled when younger--gen- 
erally haven't had the chance to 
work long enough under Social See. 
vrty to get disability benefits on 
these own work records,"
